Your committee have inspected the Poor House and Industrial 
farm, and would recommend that a shed be built on the south west 
corner of the barn 24 feet by 50 feet, in lieu of the one recommend- 
_ ed at the December session last. 

Your committee also found the Poor House in good order, cleanly 
and healthy, and the inmates in as comfortable a position as could be 
desired. Our attention was called tothe dietary adopted for the 
Poor House, and are of the opinion that it might be modified at the 

discretion of the Inspector and Matron, so as to afford greater corn- 

fort and change te the sick and infirm ; and would also recommend 
that the Warden, Drs. Duncombe and Hayes, be requested to pr'e- 
scribe a suitable dietary therefor. | 

At the last session ef this Council the subject came under discu s- 
sion in reference to John Bodfish a superannunated school teacha r, 
with an annuity as such ; being an inmate of the Poor House, ther‘e 
is a balance in his favour over and above the cost of his maintainen '- 
ance. Your committee would recommend that the said balance e 
be placed in the Savings Bank to his credit, and that the Warden b 
authorized to draw his check on the County Treasurer in his favour 
for the said balance.
